“The jail is overcrowded with de- 
fendants awaiting trial,” Judge Sabath 
pointed out. “The criminal docket 
has almost 2,000 cases.

A Year Behind. Cases. 

“On the etvil side, we are over a 
year behind in our trials. It takes, 
for instance, between twelve and eight- 
een months for a person to get a hear- 
ing on a claim for damages. 

“In the divorce courts, where a case 
is contested, a ‘gold digger’ can stick 
her husband with a heavy temporary 
alimony order and he has to pay for at 
least a year before the merits of the 
case can be decided. 

r “We are entitled, under the law, to 


seventeen more judges than weave. 
We could use all of them, but 1] don't 
suppose downstate legislators would 


give us that many. But we can't get 
along any longer with our present 
forty-eight judges. The law allows a 
judge for every 560,000 population, and 
Cook county’s population is approxi- 
mately 3,250,000.”"’ 

Superior Court Jammed. 

In the Superior court alone there are 
15,222 chancery and 11,171 law cases 
pending today, as compared with 
13,157 chancery and 7,446 law cases 
a year ago. Of the pending chancery 
cases 8,879 are for divorce. The rec- 
ord for the Circuit court is similar. 

The volume of pending cases be- 
domes more significant when it is 
pointed out that the courts are be- 
coming farther and farther behind in 
their business. There were 20,151 
cases filed in the Superior court alone 
during the last year, and in this time 
12,377 were disposed of. There were 
6,643 divorce cases filed in this one 
court and 56,903 disposed of. In the 
Circuit court, which lacked definite 
statistics on the filing of cases, there 
were approximately 6,700 divorce suite 
started during the year and 6,100 
ended. 

Both courts experienced a heayy in- 
crease in business during the season 
just ended as compared with the 1926- 
1927 year. There were 18,175 sults 
filed.in the Superior court in the 1926- 
1927 session, as compared with the

SUPPORT FOR

At the last session of congress,an attempt was 
made to pass legislation providing for reappor- 


\tionment of representation in the house. Two or 


three measures were introduced and the most im- 


| portant, that of Representative Fenn of Connectt- 


cut, was called up fer passage and debated for 
three hours under a special rule on May 17. 
In March the house census committee had voted 
10 to 8 te recommend passage of a redistricting 
bil, but finally no measure was passed. 


Representative McLeod of Michigan has now 
proposed that supporters of reapportionment or- 


‘ganize for “immediate and effective action at 


the next session.” We trust his suggestion will 
r.0t be allowed te fail through the preoccupation 
of congressmen and the press and public with the 
election. The failure of congress to reapportion 
in accordance with the censys of 1920 is a nullif- 
cation of the constitutional] mandate upon repre- 
sentation. Some southern representatives, notably 
Representative Rankin of Mississippi, deny there 
is such a mandate, but their reasoning is mere 
eophistry and cannot be taken seriously save as 
indication of a willful resistance to justice in rep- 
resentation, ‘The inferences of the first article 
of the constitution, section 2, are plain and un- 


lequivocal, But the obstruction to redistricting is 


determined and it cannot be overthrown by mere 
argument. The representatives who recognize 
their duty to aet must prepare to compel action 
or there will be more delay, and no- more evasion 
should be tolerated. Representative McLeod says 
with truth that é¢ach year produces a wider diver- 
gence between actual and constitutional repre- 
sentation and increases the difficulty of dealing 
dispassionately and faithfully with the problem, 
tc say nothing of the doubts which unconstitu- 
tional representation must east upon legislation 
by a body constituted in deflance of constitutional 
principles, 

At the last session the problem was not dis | 
cussed dispassionately or candidly and we cannot 
expect it will be in the next session. Resistance 
is not founded upon @ high regard for principle 
tut upon self interest, or imagined state interest, 
or on imagined class interest. Redistricting, be- 
cause of the disparate growth or redistribution of 
urban and rural population, would to some extent 
automatically increase the representation of the 
one at the expense of the other. This fact in- 
volves the wet and dry issue and the whole 
tendency to impose stmptuary or disciplinary 
legislation in accordance with the ethical and social 
¢ or notions of moral expendiency which has 
its main urge in the rural population. Thug re- 
gustance to equal representation and to the clear 
mandate of the constitution, though among the 
officeholders it is inspired by political and per- 
sonal self-interest, borrows the ganction of moral 
purpose. Against such. resistance a well organ- 
ized and determined effort to obtain justice for 
the partially disfranchised population and to 
compel obedience to constitutional law and prin- 
ciple is not only justified but necessary.

ii, why do they not let it alone? It is not good 
tactics to attack religion if one seeks to destroy 
it. If it be of men, it will come to naught. If it 
be of God, men cannot overthrow it. 
Why, then, do men attack it if they can't be- 
lieve it and decline to practicé it? Perhaps it is 
that men will not let religion alone because it will | 
not let them alone. It forces itself upon us. We 
have to come to terms with it sooner or later, We 
have to be for it or against it. Those who practice 
it are sure of their ground. They have not solved 
all mysteries, but they know some things through 
experience, the validity of which cannot be 
lenged, 
But is this enough? Ought.we not to be able 
to give a reason for the faith that is in us and to 
wit d and convince the gainsayers? I do 
not mean to imply that the average layman should 
be a theologian or an expert in polemics; but I 
firmly believe that if he were better informed on 
the easential contents of the Christian religion he 
vould be more able to defend it and less disturbed 
by assayilts upon it. 
This requires knowledge, and as Dr. Johnston 
said: “The foundation of knowledge must be laid 
by reading.” Recently a front page article ap- 
peared in one of our dailies, which did not leave 
the Christian religion a leg to stand on and 
knocked the foundation out from under a good 
deal of science. This was a large order. Things 
of this sort are constantly appearing. They dis- 
turb people, even those people who can personally 
testify to the value of religious experience. Rut 
they disturb the ill informed more than the well 
informed, <A speaking acquaintance with the car- 
¢inal verities of religion would enable them at 
least to recognize that the men who are so often 
set up and knocked down by the antagonists of | 
religion are men of straw rather than men of God. 
It seems to me that there is too much ado about 
the supposed conflict between religion and science. 
Of course, there has been conflict between men of 
religion and men of science, but as a general thing 
people at the top in religion and science get along 
together better than those further down the line. 
In the last analysis there cannot be conflict be 
tween truths and facts as such. Physical factg 
spiritual facts, facts of experience are all equally 
facts. Truth and untruth are in conflict. Half 
truths may be at war with each other: but no man’ 
of religion would quarrel with our eminent sci- 
entist, Dr. Millikan, when he says that “ religion 
will be with us so long as man hopes and aspires 
and reflects upon the meaning of existence and fhe 
responsibilities that it entails.”. Religion demands 
refiection on the meaning and purpose of existence 
and on the values and responsibilities of life. Re

members beware of learning and scholarship. She

In this connection we recalJ the ex- 
perience of a physician who treats chil- 
dren with diabetes. He has found that 
if a diabetic child be given a diet rich ' 
in fats and very poor in starches and 
sugars, the child prospers, so far as- 
diabetes is concerned, and incidentally, 
tooth decay is prevented.

FOUR AS SLAYERS 


_ Fifty-three veniremenh were exam- 
ined in Judge Frank  Comerford’s 
Criminal court yesterday, but not a] 
single juror was obtained to deter- 
mine the fate of four youths charged 
with the murder of Pearl Eggleston, 
usherette at a Berwyn theater. Dur- 
ing the last week 196 veniremen have 
been examined and only one juror 


has been tentatively accepted by both 


sides. 

The defendants, Stanley Durmaj, 20, 
Stanley Thomas, “19, Albert Mas, 21, 
and John Tulacz, 22, even seemed to 
be bored yesterday by the oft repeated 
answer of the veniremen that they

Pacific Cities Promote 2 
Way Thoroughfare. - 


Far reaching results are certain to 
follow the construction of the pro- 
posed 400 mile, no speed limit high- 
way from San Francisco to Los An- 
geles, according to leaders in busi- 
ness there. 

High importance is attached to the” 
proposal by many, in view of the bene- 
ficial effect the completion of such 


a project would have on property bor- 
dering on the highway. 


Extend Home Areas. 

Utniimited travel speed, an adher 
ent of the plan said; would make {t 
not only feasible but desirable on the 
part of business men to build their 
homes fifty miles distant, and thus. 
commute with as little loss of time 
as it now requires to travel shorter 
distances. 

The proposed road would be a dow- 
ble barreled affair, consisting of two 
30 foot avenues, one on either side of 
a ten foot parking area, and extend-_ 
ing for a distance of 400 miles. 

Intervening towns would be no less 
than seventy-five miles apart with in- 
tersecting roads eliminated, it was 
revealed after a study and report by 
Fred Grumm, engineer of plans and 
surveys for the California Highway 
association.. There would be one 
straight stretch of road, 250 miles in 
length. 

Would Cost $40,000,000. 

Despite the fact that the projected 
road's cost has been estimated at $40,- 
000,000—approximately $100,000 per 
mile—the public grasp of the tre- . 
mendous “benefits to be realized has 
been so spontaneous and nearly unani- 
mous, declared supporters, that all 
are highly in favor of the measure, 

Proceeding in a southerly direction, 
the suggested route would extend 
from San Francisco through Tracy,” 
along the western side of the San 
Joaquin valley, thence through Mart- 
copa. Kern county, through Ventura 
county, and finally to Los Angeles. The’ 
new highway, it was announced, will 
not only cut down traveling time be- 
tween the two chief California cities 
by permitting greater speed, but also™ 
by decreasing the mileage.

machinery and sleek coated animals 


may not be as s as it once was 
in this country, still are plenty 
of farmers who dream of having their 
own farms, where thay can do as they 
pleagze inside their four fences and 
live that independent life of the farm. 

The time may come when a combi- 
nation system can be developed, A 
plan. is needed that will make it pos- 
sible for the average farmer to retain 
the ownership of his farm, work out 
his own cropping system with the ad- 
vice of experts, and yet share the ad- 
vartages of the big farm operator in 
baying supplies and selling his crops. 

No doubt there arv too many farm- 
ers struggling along on & small acre 
age. They are trying to keep up with 
their neighbers who have two three 
hundred acres. It is the opirion of 
some that it is not necessary to at- 
tempt a plan in the middle west that 
will take in thousands of acres, but 
to get more land in the hands of the 
individual farmers.

Keeping Production Cost Down. 
There are great differences of opin- 
ion even in the manufacturing world 


that keep down production costs. Some 
think it is cheapest to turn machines 
out by the hundreds. I know a great 
manufacturer who produces about 125 
big machines of a certain kind each 
day in each of three factories. He 
thinks that is the most esonomic way 
of turning out these machines. if 
production costs cou'd be cut down by 
building the machines all under one 
roof, this manufacturer would change 
his plans. Apparently he does not 
need to produce more than 126 ma- 
chines in any one factory in order to 
hold his production costs down to a 
minimum on each machine. | 

The same principle no doubt works 
in farming. A farmer may need to 
have a certain size farm in order to 
hold his production costs down; but 
not necessarily thousands of acres. 
Work now being carried on in farm 


perhaps serve to guide farmers in 
determining the size of farms they 
should have to operate most efficiently 
in the raising of certain field crops 
and live stock. 

Acreage Has Increased. 
In recent years there has been a 
tendency for the size of farms to in- 
crease. It is the opinion of federal 
economists that the gize of produting 
units on the farm will always remain 
comparatively small 
There are many small farms in this 
country and, while miles of fences 
would have to be torn down under a 
big unit system of farming, there are 
many ten acre farms around big cities 
which would noi be on the big oper- : 
ator’s list. This country has nearly 
400,000 farms with less than ten acres 
of land. Nearly a million and a half 
are between 20 and 49 acres and a 
similar number between 60 and 99 
acres each. There are more than 
1,383,000 farms of from 100 to 174 
acres each and less than @ million 
with from 175 to 499 .acres each. 
There are only about 143,000 farms 
with from 500 .o ¥90 acres, and ap 
proximately 63,000 over 1,000 acres 
each.

Entomologists and crop experts at 
the Illinois station say that the pres- 
ent plan is to keep a close watch 
on each variety and to obtain the 
yields at the end of the season. Such 
information ag might be obtained from 
this study may give a clew as to which 
variety of strain of corn would be able 
to resist the corn borer if the pest 
should infest Illinois. Some informa- 
tion also may be obtained which will 
be helpful in breeding a new corn 
borer resistant type of corn for IIli- 
nois farmers. Varieties representing 
each section of the state are included 
in those planted. 

Southern Illinols is represented by 
Champion White Pearl, Mohawk, and 
Black Hawk varieties. Reid Yellow 
Dent, Funk, 176-A, Illinois Two-Ear, 
Illinois High Yield, Krug, Funk 90 
Day, and Bell Yellow Dent were 
chosen aa the varieties to represent 
the central area of Illinois farm land.

hardest mouthfuls in English cookery 
for a foreigner to‘swallow.” He men- 
tions what we especially agree is the 
dreadful practice of adding common 
soda to some. He also speaks of the 
“stench of cabbage ’—one of the en- 
tirely unnecessary things, I believe— 
and enlarges on the consequent prod- 
uct, and likewise of the “inexistence 
of any recipe for cooking vegetables.” 
Baked Sweet Potatoes. 

This recipe is given here because 
I have but within a few months real- 
ized how wonderful are the sweet pdta- 
toes of our markets, as compared with 
what we used to get. These seem 
to be nearer like yams, and always 
bake so as to yield a delicious product 
if the baking is slow. 

For a time I thought it must be 
jong, and it can be prolonged, but 
in an hour a good sized sweet potato 
at a heat not above 350, and rather 
below than above, may and usually 
will give us a delicious product. In- 
stead of serving these in their skins, 
cut them in halves with a hot knife, 
dip out the pulp with a hot spoon, and 
put them in a hot dish in nice forms, 
indent each and add butter to taste. 

I have compared the appearance of 
sweet potatoes so prepared to daffo- 
diis, and I will not take it back. They, 
ornament a table, and with a chop or 
roast meat and perhaps some dish 
gravy come near to perfection.

If it were a million it was 
explainable. The same thing could be said of its sequel, 
which keeps up the merry pace and does not bog down. 
But Wilder has puzzled the critics. | 

They can understand themselves liking the “ Bridge.” 
They do not know why the populace took to it, an attitude 
which after all high hats the populace too much. There 
ought to be at least a half million people in the United 
States, and there probably are, whose discrimination is quite 
as nice and well balanced as that of the book reviewers. 

One can understand a publisher looking at the “ Bridge” 
in manuscript and telling himself he was going to do it, 
but he'd charge it up to one of his erring moments and 
hope he did not have them often. Rationally, it might have 
been his forecast that his salesmen could not: unload 2,000 
copies on the trade. He would expect to capture some dis- 
criminating critics, but he’d anticipate a failure with the 
With such prospects the book becomes a best seller 
and there must be some revision of idea as to popular taste.

It may have been an odd thing for Edith Wharton many 
years ago to write “ The Valley of Decision,” or for Henry 
Fuller to write “ The Chevalier of Pensieri-Vani,” in one or 
two respects a better work than the “Bridge.” The fact is 
that Italy has given many American and English writers a 


| sense of security and veracity, probably derived from romantic 


sympathy, 

An English writer seldom succeeds with the American 
character or location, even when he wants to. Generally 
he doesn’t want to, seeking rather caricature. He can seem 
to succceed with the Italian. So also can the American. 

BP. G. Wodehouse is the only living Englishman who 
should be trusted with the American idiom. When others 
try it the consequences are ghastly. They are unbelievable. 
They make an American want to go down and say: “ Please 
don't. Here's a half dollar. Go over in the next bigck.” 
And there's u feeling that this will be a distinct meanness 
to the next block, but after all it must take care of itself. 

Undoubtedly we'd do as badly with the English idiom, 
but although it has its raciness and fascination, it has not 
become the addiction of Americans as American slang has 
become for the English. They go for it as a groggy sailor 
goes for a dance hall, knowing, but indifferent, that he'll 
e200n be on his ear, inside or out. 

The point is that expatriation in writing is a difficult 
job. Possibly it would be well if it were an impossibility. A 
writer does well if he does something competent, rational, 
interpretative, and significant or impressive, which comes 
out of his own soil. But such an impossibility would have 
deprived our youth of the “ Prince and the Pauper,” “ Hans 
Brinker,” and other delights. It would have ruled out “ The 
Turn of the Screw,” as violent a loss for maturity as that 
of “Hans Brinker” would have been for childhood. It, of 
course, would have ruléd out “ Cabala”™ and the “ Bridge.”

As the publisher looked at the “Bridge” in his easily 
imagined delight over it, he considered a market supposedly 
Gominated on its supposedly intellectua) side by Sinclair 
Lewis Theodore Dreiser, and Sherwood Anderson. Or if he 
wanted to think of intelligence in the book market as some- 
thing not indicated by Lewis, his measure would be Willa 
Cather, Mr. Tarkington, or Mrs. Wharton. In still another field 
he had the success of such books as the “ Microbe Hunters,” 
the “Story of Philosophy,” and Dorsey’s “Why We Behave 
Like Human Beings.” The doctor ought never to be for- 
given for not adding the subtitle “ And How to Prevent It” 
and writing to that. Then there’s the range of Vina Del- 
mar, Peter B. Kine, Robert W. Chambers, etc., including 
the succession of first novel lady juveniles. 

There wasn't much warrant for the “Bridge” in all 
this, not even when the success of some of the topnotch 
Englishmen in this country is considered. The publisher 
might have asked why good money should be thrown to 
the printers to put out a book of old Peru containing a mod- 
ern modification of the picaresque tale evolving into a deli- 
cately tronic upset of some cardinal doctrines of the Chris- 
tian faith. 

It wasn’t going to be provocative, like “Elmer Gantry.” 
No one would rage about it. It did not have that quality 
of publicity inherent In it. “ Elmer Gantry” could be thrown 
aside as a squint-eyed view of a few unpleasant characters 
—the infuriating assumption being that they were numerous 
and typical—of the separatist, nonconforming, evangelical 
faith. It was sure fire provocation, even if parts were dull 
reading, as Mr. Lewis is apt to be, and that in itself ts 
astonishing. Since Dickens, with the exception of Kipling’s 
flare for making romantic concepts sti, no one has stamped 
and named ideas so definitely as Mr. Lewis. “ Babbitt” is 
the first generally accepted, recognized and applied descrip- 
tive term for a human type, for certain traits, habits, and 
personality, sihce Pecksniff, Uriah Heep, the Rev. Mr. Chad- 
band, ete, if Mark Twain's almost forgotten Col. Mulberry 
Sellers is to be excepted. 

Lewis’ characterizations are not numerous, but each is 
obvious and mighty. Gantry was not as good as Babbitt, 
but “ Babbitt” alone was an achievement all in itself, unfair, 
prejudiced, one sided and unsympathetic, but with sufficient 
of the acid of a truth to make an etching. With “ Main 
Street” it was the same way, and with a little more skil] or 
taste Lewis could. have given the same enduring vitality 
to “The Man Who Knew Coolidge.” This is achievement, 
but {t lacks the body of accomplishment to carry it along. 
When you have said “ Main Street” you have accepted the 
whole truth and importance of the novel. That is all that 
persists in it. Identically so with “Babbitt.” The word 
exhausta the novel. Thousands of words were expended in 
producing these tremendous effects. Ring Lardner would 
have done both in two shprt stories.

Although the “Bridge” does not represent in location 


or character what might be expected of the striplings of a 


young country, it does in a fashion in texture. , What is to 
be expected of a young country Is epic or lyric fomance If 
it goes into Dreiser, Anderson, or Lewis at the precise time 
when its yeast is working, it seems to have jumped the 
chance of its great literature. Lindbergh and Lewis don’t 
properly jell in the same age. The Devonshire sailors and 
Shakespeare do. It may be a Tory idea, but American lit- 
erature seems to have hurdled its singing period to enter a 
stabilized condition of rather tiring realism, with Coney 
Island sex appeal. 

Thornton Wilder has gone outside the circumference 
of these ideas, but, unfortunately, his own country does not 
afford him a location for his artistry. “The Bridge” could 
be English written, or French. A work of art has been 
achieved, but although it indicates that an American writer 
could do it, it does not indicate that American life gan pro 
duce it. The same, in a less fashion, is true also of Willa 
Cather’s “Death Comes for the Archbishop.” Her earlier 
and equally great, or greater, “My Antona,” better fits the 
requirements of an American romance. | 
* * 

For the most part, even in the case of Mr. Tarkington, 

the American romanticists, the exponents of what ought to 
be the singing urge of a nation whose very jazz has the 
trumpet call of Roman legions in Gaul and Britain, cannot 
find their thesis in the United States. The romance of its 
history, of its soil, and of its infinite variety has been per- 
ceived by its historians and biographers, but the subtler 
emanation of it which finds expression in art has not 
achieved the effect, ‘ 
‘Phere ts hope that it will. There is even belief and con- 
fidence that it will. When such writers as Mr. Wilder, 
Mrs. Cather, and Mr. Tarkington can prove their gifts In 
the style, it is a fair guess that the thing is on its way.

URPRISE may be rightly felt that so great a gram-

The surprise is greater because the Century Dictionary, 
which Whitney edited, has this to say: “‘ So.’ In an indef- 
nite degree; extremely: as, you are so kind; we were so 
delighted. (Chiefly colloquial),” and a literary instance is 
given. “Colloquial” means, of course, that it is used by 
cultivated people.

The Dictionary of Modeth English Usage says of both:

We have referred to the value of

tected, he cannot say pass, for the use 


of that wo denies holding bidding 
strength—neifer can second hand say 
pass with a similar holding, if with a 
bid of one he can show the same 
status—third hand likewise with 5 
tricks in hand, two of them quick, is 
denied the word *‘ pass” if correct in- 
formation is to be imparted. Similar 
reasoning applies to suit bidding of 
one. Defensive bids [2 or more] also 
should tell the truth as to number of 
tricks in hand, probable and quick, and 
player should not pass if he has the 
required holding stated in previous 
articles.

5, 3 his play to 
show four but not the third round 
winner would be 5, then 8 and opener 
would know first round if the 2 was 
not played by dummy or the declarer 
that partner held it — with 4 a)- 
together. So you see cards can con- 
vey information as well as bids. 

The playing of a card any time 
higher than necessary is a signal that 
the player thereof can take the next 
round of that suit—such information 
can be used defensively when it is not 
true only when partner is not abie to 
get {nN and use it, as the declarer might 
refuse a finesse in the dummy fearing 
it was true. For example dummy 
has K-J-3-6 and fourth hand has 8-7-3 
in the suit. He plays the 7 on the 


first round on the A and on second 
round declater will probably play the 
K hoping to catch the Q which Hes 
now safely with the partner of the 
false signaler. Signals in the adver- 
eary’s suit is seldom, and against part- 


In discarding, the use of the higher 


than necessary card calls upon part- 


ner to lead that suit if he gets in and 
the reverse play of a small card and 
then a higher advises partner that you 
have no tricks in that suit. 

Discarding the highest card of a 
suit is a signal that the discarder can 
take all the rest of the tricks in that 
suit, It is sometimes good play to 
discard a low card in a suit which 
must be led up to you if you hold 
jack-queen or king, as declarer would 
then place with your parther the high 
card you hold and take a finesse that 
your deceptive discard invites. 

Discarding several times from one 
suit is notice to the entire board that 
you expect to take no tricks in that 
suit and deducting that you are protect- 
ing a possible trick taker in the suit 
you do not discard. This information 
becomes of use to partner both in his 
own discards and play. Let one part- 
ner keep his cards in the suit that his 
partner is throwing away unless to 
€o so so would cause the sacrifice of 
probable winners, 


It is often of great value for the 
opponents of a trump player to ad- 
vise partner of the fact that he held 
four or more trumps originally and 
would thus be able to trump a lead 
of partner's sult when dummy for ex- 
ample holds the high card in it even 
if trumps have been led three times, 
which supposedly exhausts opponents’ 
trumps. This is done by playing on 
second round of trumps a lower card 
than was played in the first round. 
For example one opponent’ of the 
trump maker plays the 5 spot on the 
first round and 3 spot on second round 
from a holding of 10, 8, 5, 3. This 
would show four of the suit originally.

Finds All Sides Try to Cap- 
ttalize Chaos. 
By Dr. Carl Beck. | 
URING the last days of our stay 
in China the country was in a 
great turmoil. The long drawn 


out struggle was nearing a cli- 


max. This civil war which has lasted

From Harbin we took a train to 
Manchuli, the border city of the Soviet 
republic.

That there were so few Americans 
was explainable, as it takes usually 
weeks of delay before one can get per- 
mission to travel. 

The entrance into the Soviet repub- 
lic is marked by a very rigid custom 
inspection of the baggage, especially 
regarding printed matters, letters and 
photographic apparatus.

Siberia Monotonous. 

Siberia is a very monotonous, flat 
country with only one picturesque 
part, namely the region around the 
Baika)] lake.

There was a relatively good din- 
ing car where one could obtain plain 
and fairly good meals. 

But most of the people rushed out 
at the stations where they served 
v {watered and sweetened alco- 
hol] and a primitive meal.

It is sometimes good play to 
discard a low card in a suit which 
must be led up to you if you hold 
jack-queen or king, as declarer would 
then place with your partner the high 
card you hold and take a finesse that 
your deceptive discard invites. 

Discarding several times from one 
suit is notice’to the entire board that 
you expect to take no tricks in that 
suit and deducting that you aré protect- 
ing a possible trick taker in the suit 
you do not discard. This information 
becomes of use to partner both in his 
own discards and play. Let one part- 
ner keep his cards in the suit that his 
partner is throwing away unless to 
do so so would cause the sacrifice of 
probabie winners.

It is often of great value for the 
opponents of a trump player to ad- 
vise partner of the fact that he held 
four or more trumps originally and 
would thus be able to trump a lead

trumps. This is done by playing on 
second round-of trumps a lower card 
than was played in the first round. 
For example one opponent of the 
trump maker plays the 5 spot on the 
first round and 3 spot on second round 
from a holding of 10, 8, 5, 3. This 
would show four of the suit originally.

Expert Explains 


What Television' 


Is and Is Not 


Maintaining that the public, not 
realizing the essential differences and 
the technical difficulties involved may 
be easily misled by the loose use of 
the expression, R. H. Langley, a lead- 
ing radio engineer, explains what 
television is and what it is not. 

“ Television means ‘seeing at a dis- 
tance,” Mr. Langley declares. “On 
this basis, any method of recreating 
on the screen a moving distant scene, 
simultaneously with the action itself, 
is television. The simultaneity is, 
however, absolutely essential. 

Over Wires. 

“A motion picture is a record of a 
moving scene and a motion picture in 
itself constitutes television except that 
it lacks the e&sential element of simul- 
tanelity. 

“The transmission over wires and 
recreation on the screen of a distant 
moving scene is television. The same 
transmission by radio is also television 
and may be called radio television, but 
the contraction ‘radio vision’ is likely

France F 
Law to Reclaim 
A F. Brides 


As Result Most of Them 
Remain Foreigners. 


ARIS.—\4)—A, law to restore 


French citizenship to the giris 
who married American soldiers 


| in the hasty post war days has 


apparently failed, through a technical- 
ity, to achieve this purpose. 

Until last year, under French law. 
and international law as well, &A 
French girl who married an Amerl 
can during the war or afterward be- 
came an American*citizen. There are 
no statistics to show how many of 
these Franco-American unions took 
place, but they were numerous enough 
to. cause considerable patriotic resent: 
ment in France. 

Tries to Win Them Back. | 

A movement to win them back to 
France was started years ago. ere 
were two reasons for efforts to re- 
claim them: First, because of the large 
| percentage of cases where the mar- 
riages failed, and second, the shortage 
fof families due to the war. 

ParlHament set about to find a way 
to bring these unhappy daughters of 
France back into the national fold. 
A law was passed providing that girls 
marrying foreigners would remain 
French subjects unless they gave no- 
tice of a desire to take their husband’ 8 
nationality. 

* 
Mistake in Bill. 

By mistake the bill was so drafted 
as*to provide that in order to rémain 
French they must give notice to that 
effect. In consequence’ most of them 
still remain foreigners. 

As the law stands a French girl 
when she marries must file notice with 
the mayor of her commune that she 
does not want to abandon her French 
nationality; otherwise she becomes a 
foreigner and is required to have a 
passport and a residence permit in 
order to remain in her own country. 
Those who were married to foreigners 
before the law was passed have until 
Aug. 10 to recover their French citi- 
zenship by giving the same notice. 
In default, whereof they will forever 
remain foreigners with no more pro- 
tection under French law than is 
given to girls who were not born in 


France.

-~ get an express train to that city, which 
we had to pass if we wanted to go 
through to Siberia. | 
* 
_ Eager to Get Away. 

And this was our aim, since we had 
to go to Europe either through Siberia 
or else by the way of Shanghai tc 
Suez—a trip of about six weeks, at 
this time very difficult on account of 
the tropilcal heat and moreso because 
‘the rather small steamers of all lines 

"were overcrowded due tb the Chinese 
difficulties. 

Everybody who did not have to stay 
tried to get away. If we could get a 
permit to pass through Siberia, which 
was not without difficulty for Ameri 
cans, we had to hurry our departure. 
Fortunately the soviet authorities were 
very courteous and promptly gave us 
our visa within a few days. 

At the office of the Chinese Eastern 
railroad a very affable young Russian 
clerk explained to us in good English 

’ that we could escape al) difficulties by 
taking a train with the soldiers to 

. Tangku which is the port of Tientsin, 
and that we could take a chance to 
reach a Japanese steamer from 
*‘Tangku to Dairen or Port Arthur. 
From there we could reach Harbin in 
as much as the railroad from Dairen 
to Harbin was in the hands ‘of the 
Japanese. 

Slow Train Trip. 

We accepted gladly this proposition. 
The usua) time of this train is only. 
40 minutes, but it took almost four 
hours to get there, wedged with our 
luggage into a third class car, filled 
with soldiers and a large number of 

- coolies who were not very Clean. 

While we were waiting at the sta- 
tion for our train, the Japanese troops 
of Tientsin lined up on the other side 
of the track to receive their comrades 
—several thousand men 

y from the battie of Tsinan. 
Everything looked gloomy at Tientsin 
although there was no danger for the 
foreigners. » We were giad when we 
reached the steamer Fukoken Maru,

“The common people,”’ he said, “ are 
to the Jargest extent peaceful farmers, 
honest traders and very hard working 
laborers or coolies.
